M. How are theſe two myſteries included 
3n the ſign of the Croſs ? 

$. Becauſe we make the fign of the 
Croſs by putting our right hand, firſt to -} 
the head, faying, In the name of the Fa- | 
ther; then under the breaſt, ſaying, and | 
cr 
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ef the Son; finally to theleft and right 
ſhoulders,faying,& of the Holy Ghoſt. Amen. 

M. How then i there ſhewed the firſt my= 
ſtery, to wit, that of the moſt bleſſed Trinity ? 

S. Becauſethis word, In the name, (ig- 
niheth the Unity, and the other words 
ignite the Trinity.

S. The twelve Apoſtles, and therefore 
there be twelve Articles. 

M. What do theſe Articles contain in 
ſum? - 
S. All that which principally and ex- 
preſly we muſt believe of God and of the 
Church his ſpouſe ; becauſe the eight firſt 
Articles pertain to God, the four laſt to 

the Church. 

M. Declare the firſt Article. 

S. I firmly believe in one only God, 
who 1s the natural Father of his only 
begotten Son : and- is alſo Father by 
grace of all good Chriſtians, who are | 
therefore called the Adopted Sons of 
God: finally he is Father by Creations ; 
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of all other things. And this God is Om-. | 
nipotent, becauſe he can do all that he 
will, and hath created of nothing Hea- 
ven and Earth , with whatſoever is in 
them, that is, the whole untverſal world, 

M. Declare the ſecond Article. 

S. I Believe alſo in Fe/us Chriſt : who 
is the only begotten Son of God the Fa- 
ther becauſe he was begotten of the ſame 


Father Eternal, and is God Eternal, In- 


finit, Omnipotent Creator and Lord of 
us, and of all things, as is the Father. 

M. Declare the Third. 

S. I Believe that Jeſus Chriſt is not 
only true God, but alſo . true Man ; be- 
cauſe he hath taken Mans fleth of the 
immaculate Virgin Mary , by vertue of 
the Holy Ghoſt,and fo was born on Earth 
of a Mother without a Father, as in 
Heaven he was born of a Father without 
a Mother.

S. I Believe thar Jefus Chriſt after he 
had Forty days remained with the holy 
Apoſtles, to prove with many appartti- 
ons his true Reſurrection , mounted up 
to the higheſt Heaven, and there fitteth 
above all the Quires of Angels, at the 
right hand of the Father, that is, in glory 
equal to the Father, as Lord, and Gos 
vernor of all Creatures. 

M. Declare the Seventh. 

I Believe that the ſame our Lord, in 
the end of the world ſha!l come from 
Heaven with moſt great power and 
glory, and ſhall judge all Men, arving 
to every Man the reward, or puniihment 
he hath deſerved.

S. It ſignifieth the Participation of Pray- 
ers and good works that are done in the 
Church; even as in a mans body, all the 
members are partakers.of the good of 
one member. 

M. Declare the Tenth. 

S. I Believe, that in the holy Church 
there is true remiſhon of ſins,. by —_ 
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of the holy Sacraments, whereby Men, 
of Children of the Devil, and condem- 
ned to death , become the Children of 
God, and Heirs of Paradile. 

M. Declare the Eleventh. 

S. I Believe that in. the end of the 
world all Men ſhall riſe, taking again 
the ſame bodies which before they Fad 
and this by the power of God, to whom 
nothing is 1mpoſhible, 

M. Declare the laſt. 

S. I Believe that for good Chriſtians 
there is life Everlaſting,full of all felicity, 
and free from all kind of Evil ; as con- 
trariwiſe for Infidels and for evil Chri- 
ſtians, there is Eternal death, repleniſhed 
with all miſery, and void of all good. 

M. What mean you by Amen ? 

$S. I mean, ſo it is, or, ſo be it, in truth 
and verity.

2n Heaven, 

S. This is a little Preface, in which is 
given the reaſon, why we ſhould have 
courage to ſpeak unto ſo great a God to 
grant our requeſt. We fay then, that 
God is our Father by Creation and Adop- 
tion, and therefore as Children we have 
recourſe to Him and we add, that he is 
in Heaven as Lord of the Univerſal 
World. And for this we know, that he 
can grant our Petitions, if it fo pleaſe 
him as we do hope he will, ſeeing he 1s 
our Father.
